Catholic sister today said Chi- 
nese Communists heaped in- 
dignities on Maryknoll Bishop 
Francis X. Ford and—before 
his death on Feb. 21—forced 
him to undress before her in 
a Canton prison. 


Sister Joan Marie Ryan, in se- 


rious condition herself after two 
years in prison, brought the first 
word of the 60-year-old bishop's 
death. 


Ford, a native of Brooklyn and 


a veteian of 3* years service in 
China, and Sister Ryan, his secre- 
tary, also of Brooklyn, were placed 
under house arrest on Dec. 23, 
1950, at Mei-Hsien, Kwantunaprov- 
ince. 


Spying Charge 


On April 14, 1951, they were 


charged with spying and were 
started on a tortuous 210-mile trip 
to a Canton prison. 


The sister related: 
Their bus stopped at a village, 


Hinning, and the Reds tied Ford 
with ropes and led him about the 
town. 


Students beat him with ropes, 


sticks, stones and refuse. He was 
knocked down several times, but 
each time arose and—calmly and 
with dignity—walked on. 


The students were *o out of con- 


trpl that lh« guards tV«d. and »h« 
and the bishop had to return to 
the bus depot unattended. 


Bound With Ropes 


At a second village the guards 


bound Ford with wet ropes which 
contracted as they dried.

that has been booming in such 
spectacular fashion. 


Appeals to Women 


"I am anxious to draw the spirit 


of women into the campaign I am 
trying to wage," Eisenhower said 
after he had been introduced by 
GOP national committeewo'man, 
Mrs. Helen Lieb. 
' Standing under a broiling sun on 
a bunting-draped platform at hpme 
plate, Eisenhower declared "we 
must recall the spiritual and moral* 
values of our forefathers" in gov- 
ernment. 


He said he referred to the situa- 


tion in Washington as a "mess" 
because "that's what the opposi- 
tion calls it." 


"There is a difference between 


the two parties," Eisenhower said. 
"One is saddled with a mess. The 
other wants to clean it up." 


Eisenhower told the crowd "I 


am down here to help, if I can, 
make certain there are two parties 
la th«-South.1.;-,

This statement brought cheers. 
"Don't you be taken for grant- 


ed," he mid. "Please make every 
single individual who wants to 
serve you in public office come 
before you and say what's in his 
heart and mind. Don't let him take 
you for granted." 


The reception given to Ike along 


his route posed the question of 
just how solid the Democratic 
South will be in the November 
election. 


The GOP presidential nomine* 


was drawing huge crowds at every 
stop along his campaign route. 
But none could say whether It was 
due to personal charm or political 
appeal—or a combination of the 
two. 


About 150,000 persons turned out 


to greet Eisenhower Tuesday in 
Atlanta, Ga., Jacksonville, Fla., 
and here in Miami. 


Prospects Bright 


There were prospects of more 


big turnouts today in Tampa, Fla», 
Birmingham, Ala., and L i t t l a 
Rock, Ark.—the last stops on his 
two-day, 3,400-mile journey from 
New York through the South. 


The thousands who heard Eisen- 


hower speak burst into cheers and 
rebel yells when he accused the 
Truman administration of trying 
to cover up a "mess" of crime 
and corruption. 


They cheered when he called for 


"common woodshed honesty" in 
government, 
and 
deplored 
the 


"whole sordid story" of corruption 
in the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


They applauded heavily when he 


said it wasn't enough to "change 
a face or two" in the administra- 
tion and that: "No change of goods 
in the showcase can make the rot- 
ten goods back in the warehouse 
any better." 


They Like It 


And the harder he whiplashcd 


the d e m o c r a t i c leadership in 
Washington, the better his listen- 
ers seemed to like it, if their ap- 
plause was any measure. 


Elsenhower hammered at cor- 


ruption in government on this first 
drive into the South and he made 
it clear he had crossed the Mason- 
Dixon Line with hopes the South 
would support him in November.

Workmen are putting final touches 
on an odd-looking building which 
soon will become one of New 
York's leading show places. 


This is the General Assemblj 


Hall, third and last unit of the 
glittering U.N. Headquarters along 
the city's East River. The other 
two are the 39-story glass and 
inaible skyscraper which houses 
the Secretariat, and the plush Con- 
ference building. 


From the outside, the Assembly 


Hall is chiefly notable for its un- 
usual shape: It has a sloping dou 
ble convex roof topped by a shal- 
low dome. The inside? Well, one 
visitor described it as a cross be 
tween a cathedral and Radio City 
Music Hall. 


Has Cathedral Effect 


The spacious, high-ceilinged lob 


bies, with their subdued lighting, 
create the cathedral effect, while 
the modern blue |ind gold decor 
of the auditorium itself is more 
like the latest thing in theatrical 
splendor. 


Perhaps the most 
impressive 


spot in the entire headquarters is 
the public entrance where the U.N. 
expects to admit visitors by the 
thousands both to attend meetings 
and for sight-seeing. 


This is where the ceiling is high 


est—supported on slender pillars— 
and where the specially designed 
glass panels—painted to look like 
marble from the outside—contrib- 
ute a cathedral-like lighting^ 


The auditorium is 380 feet long 


and 10 feet wide. It has 636.scats 
for delegations at tables on the 
main floor and its galleries will 
accommodate 800 visitors and 234 
newsmen. There also arc glass- 
enclosed booths built into the dome 
for the press, radio and television. 


lias Conference Room 


In addition to the main audi- 


torium, the new building has a 
large conference room where the 
assembly's 60-nation Political Com- 
mittee will hold its debates. This 
also has elaborate facilities for the 
public and the press. 


Although the hall will be ready 


when the Assembly meets Oct. 14, 
there still is much to do before 
the 18-acre headquarters site is 
finally in its permanent state. 
Much of the landscaping remains 
to be done; construction work still 
is in progress both on the ap- 
proaches to the site and on the 
plaza which flanks the area from 
42nd to 48th streets; and eventual-

Ike's Test Is to Weigh Advice, Come 


Out With Own Program 


General Eisenhower stands on the threshold of what 


may prove the most gruelling experience of his life. He is 
entering the intensive phase of his campaign for the presi- 
dency.

Since his nomination by the Republicans in early July, 


the general has been mapping strategy and boning up on 
major issues which lay beyond his ken as a soldier-diplomat. 
Green in politics and untutored in domestic matters, he inevi- 
•'tably has had to listen to a great deal of counsel. 


Now the testing time is at hand. The nation will see in 


the next two months what capacity Eisenhower has for 
learning quickly—and from scratch—a host of important 
things; It will see also whether he has the talent for adapta- 
bility that a man needs when he tries to switch occupations 
in his sixties.

His greenness is really a double handicap. Very probably 


he has had too much advice. He has been pulled and hauled 
in every direction, sometimes by men who merely want a 
piece of the nominee for their own selfish purposes, some- 
times by men who believe they know the one and only way 
for Eisenhower to win. 


If the signs are accurate, all this must have left the gen- 


eral considerably confused, and perhaps beset by doubts of 
the value attaching to the simple tenets of faith he preaches 
sincerely whenever hje finds opportunity. 


To crown his initial .political labors with victory, Eisen- 


hower must shed doubt and confusion and give forceful no- 
tice that he has learned his lessons well. 


In other words, from the welter of advice that'has snow- 


ered upon him since nominating time, he must somehow ex- 
tract the elements of a positive program that will act as a 
magnet drawing large blocks of the America'n electorate to 
his standard.

The people accept Eisenhower as a man of character and 


as a man of achievement in certain well-defined spheres. He 
was nominated because a sufficient number of convention 
delegates felt the people might easily believe these factor* 
qualify him for broader responsibilities. 


Whether these factors do indeed so qualify him is now 


for Eisenhower to demonstrate. He must show the courage 
to reject bad advice while he accepts good counsel. He must 
put his own unmistakable stamp on the constructive,-positive 
ideas he selects from the avalanche that has hit. him. • 


The moment is here, plainly, for Eisenhower to be him- 


self above all. Individuals will be angry at the general for 
rejecting theni or their advice. But the voters will have 
cause for anger—and disappointment—only if he fails to act 
forthrightly upon the advice he likes. 


Only, that is, if he fails to lay before them a program of 


real promise for America, with the Eisenhower imprint of 
sincerity and faith marked indelibly upon it.

Impulsive Playing Will Cost You 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"Please settle a problem," re- 


quests a Rapid City correspond- 
ent. "One of the regulars in our 
game has a very curious play- 
ing habit. She picks up a large 
discard pile, melds as much as she 
can, and then freezes the pack. 


"We keep telling her that this 


is a foolish thing to do, but she 
says that we don't know anything 
about higher strategy. She says 
she will take your opinion on the 
matter. 


"What is your verdict?" 
I agree that the habit is a good 


way to lose. It's just about the 
opposite of what a good player 
should do. 


The more you meld, the more 


safe discards you create for your 
opponents when the pack is frozen. 
For example, suppose you meld 
four aces and then freeze the pack. 
The player at your right may have 
or acquire the other four aces and 
may discard them safely. If you 
had held your aces instead of 
melding them, the player at your 
right could not safely discard his 
own aces. 


If you meld as much as possible, 


the opponents will usually freeze 
the pack. They want to make their 
discards safely, and freezing vir- 
tually assures them of this advan- 
tage. You may not be able to pre- 
vent the opponents from freezing 
the pack in this situation, but sure- 
ly you don't have to freeze the 
pack yourself. Let them do their 
own work.

Legend of Broken Arrow 
Lives on Among Indians 


SYRACUSE, ft. Y.-WI — Four 


hundred years ago, the colorful 
legend goes. Chief Hiawatha of the 
Onondaga Indians bound five ar- 
rows together and then tried to 
break them. 


They were like an oak. Thus 


Hiawatha persuaded five Indian 
nations to unite in the powerful 
Iroquois Confederacy. 


The anniversary of the, confed- 


eracy is being observed this year 
on the seven Indian reservations 
In New York State. 


The climax comes this Friday 


when Indians gather for a huge 
powwow at the New York State 
Fair,' across Onondaga Lake from 
the spot where their ancestors 
founded the league. They will stage 
ceremonial dances, smoke a peace 
pipe and portray the legend. 


Chiefs Get Together 


In 1552, according to the story 


handed down through generations 
of the Onondaga Indians, Hiawa- 
tha met with the chiefs of the 
Mohawks, Senecas, Cayugas, On- 
eldas and Onondagaa on the shores 
of the "Lake of the Salt Springs." 


He said he had been sent by the 


Great Spirit and proposed a plan 
for peace among the tribes based 
on unity, brotherhood and the right 
of each nation to decide Us own 
future. 


The great chief of the Onondagas 


was not convinced. 


Hiwatha then took an arrow, 


snapped it over his knee and held 
up the broken pieces. He took five 
more arrows from his quiver, to 
represent the five nations. Binding 
the arrows together he showed that 


he could not break them. Together, 
he told the chieftains, they were 
men of oak, but singly they were 
of willow. 


Finally, it was agreed that the 


stubborn Onondagas always would 
provide the head chief of the con- 
federacy and that Onondaga al- 
ways would be the seat of the 
central council. 


Confederacy Born 


Thus the confederacy was born. 


A sixth nation, the Tuscaroras, 
came from North Carolina in 1712 
and joined the council. 


The tribes, living in peace among 


themselves, conquered all the land 
from the Atlantic to the Mississippi 
and from the St. Lawrence River 
to the Gulf of Mexico. 


The long house of the Ononda- 


gas remaind the capital of the 
confederacy, and the council still 
operates today. It represents 7,400 
Indians and controls 87,000 acres 
of land in New York. 
. The pattern of the Iroquois con- 
federacy was considered by the 
colonists before the revolution, ac- 
cording to Dr. E. A. Bates, ethnolo- 
gist and Indian authority at Cornell 
University. 
i 


Benjamin Franklin referred to 


the Iroquois Confederacy during 
the first convention of the colonies 
in Albany. If the Indians could 
unite. Franklin asked, why couldn't 
the colonies? 


And, Bates said, James Madison 


and Thomas Jefferson tried to In- 
corporate Into the Constitution var- 
ious phases of the Iroquois con- 
federacy.

minish the United States in world 
affairs, weaken us militarily, con- 
fuse our spirit with talk of suif 
render in the Far East and im- • 
pair our will to resist.

Except that I cannot 
bring myself to believe myself to 
believe that he was disloyal to the 
United States I now agree with Joe 
McCarthy and the record in ar 
particulars.

The crowd gave him perhaps his 


leaviest applause when he1 said:

And he added later: "I cannot

Traditionally, an employer ha 


been" free to refuse ' to meet the 
demands of a union. At the same 
time the union is free to strike 
until he does. That freedom foi 
both sides was recognized by Con 
gress even in the Taft-Hartley Act 


- Can Delay It 


When therev is a threat of a 


(strike which migtit hurt the nation 
al welfare. T-H provides that the 
government, through court mjunc 
tion, can delay .such a strike 80 
days to give more time to reach 
a settlement at the end of 80 days 
the union is free to strike. Con 
gress stopped short of forbidding 
it. 


Congress could pass a law for 


bidding a strike in an industry at 
fecting the "national welfare. Thai 
would penalize the union only. II 
would have to continue working 
for an employer who, knowing his 
workers couldn't walk out, could 
take his own good time on a settle- 
ment. 


This would be so obviously one- 


Bided that organized labor could 
hardly sit by. In the end, Congress 
would have to pass a law penaliz- 
ing an employer in such a case, 
too. 


A Dirty Word 


How? Probably by compulsory 


arbitration, which means an em- 
ployer would lose his right to take 
his time settling with the union: 
the government would step in and 
dictate the terms of settlement 
which both sides would have to 
accept. 


But, compulsory arbitration — 


among labor, management and 
politicians — is almost in the cate- 
gory of a dirty word. Nobody 
likes to mention it. It's the ulti- 
mate in government interference.

It is fast becoming a sore sub-

U.N. delegate that American poli- 
tics may have an effect on the 
U.N. meetings. The seventh Gen- 
eral Assembly, originally sched- 
uled to convene Sept. 16, was post- 
poned weeks ago until Oct. 14 part-' 
ly because some U.N. quarters 
feared that business could not b« 
done until the United States decid- 
ed on its next president.
